The verse is a fair specimen of the valentine 
poet’s latest achievements. 

The literary and pictorial qualities of this 
single sheet may also be taken as indications 
of the merits and demerits of the new stock of 
comic valentines which is this year flooding 
the news stands and adorning dirty show- 
windows in all parts of town. 

Where the picture is mild and partly re- 
spectable in the new work, the literary tail 
that hangs to it is shameful and villainous; 
and vice versa. 

The picture makes up for the shortcomings 
ofthe verses, and the verses do the same 
office in turn for the pictures. 

The new perpetrations are from the press of 
Peter G. Thompson, Cincinnati. 

Mr. Thompson was a show printer and made 
pictures for the wall; he thought he saw a bi 
ching in comic valentines, so he entered tha 

eld. 

9 to this year McLoughlin Brothhers of 
Philadelphia were without competitors in this 
line; they made all the comic valentines that 
were sold in this country, and got their own 
price for them. 

They started in with a set of pictures and a 
stock of verses and ws have never changed 
either from the start. ey may have added 
someting new occasionally, but all the old 
ones remained and are still to be seen on the 
stands, fresh in colors and redolent of new 
ink, but wearing no other disguise to hide 
their age. 

Mr. Thompson not only cheapened the comic 
valentine, but he got hold of the old valentine 
poet infused new blood into his viens and 
turned him loose 2 a lot of white paper 
with a new pen and a big bottle of black ink. 
The result is startling. Comic valentines are 
now sold to the retail dealers at 15 cents per 
gross,and the dealer, who doesn’t care to 
make more than 200 to 300 per cent profit, sells 
them to the consumer at the rate of ten, 
twelve, or at the most, fifteen for a nickel. 
The demand keeps abreast of the supply. 
Last year the St. Louis news company which 
furnishes the small dealers with this kind of 
deadly weapon, sold between 6,000 and 7,000 
gross; this year their sales exceed 11,000 gross. 
Just think of it, 1,584,000 comic petards set 
ut large in a community and given from now 
until the latter end of next month to accom- 
plish their respective missions. 

It is just about four valentines to every man, 
woman and child in St. Louis. 

One comic valentine is enough to tear all the 
humanity right out of the bosom of its recipi- 
ent. 

A single valentine has been known to pave 
the way for a double tragedy. 

Stop and ponder then, what the conse- 
quences may be when four are sent now where 
Only one was sent a year ago. 

The prospect is terrible to contemplate! It 
is horrible even to consider! 

Nobody who receives one of the new Thomp- 
son valentines will — sufficient equanim- 
ity to appreciate either its pictoral beauties or 
the novelty of its literature. 

The missive will be hurriedly torn to pieces 
and strewn through the store before the re- 
cipient has had time even to notice the color 
of the caricature’s hair. 

To prevent an entire loss of the valentine 
oet’s work and-to hand him down to poster- 
ty in our feeble way, this brief article has 
been written. 

His ingenuity is remarkable, as his iambics 
and dactyllics disclose, and there is like- 
wise manifested in them a wide and thorough 
acquaintance with human nature. 

He knows people by the hardest names 
they ve got, and he takes those names, soaks 
them in vitriol, sprinkles them with dynamite 
and varnishes them with nitro-glycerine, and 
then huris them at their respective owners out 
ot a catapult built of the toughest and most 
elastic quality of slang.

It is this kind of rule. that makes 
the people of Alsace and Lorraine more 
French than German in feeling to-day, 
although they are Germans in blood and 


language. 


EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 

Some days ago the Post-DIsPpaTcH pub- 
lished interviews with a number of the 
largest employers of labor in this city on 
the subject of the eight-hour movement, 
and the result was a revelation of the fact 
that there is scarcely any opposition 
among them to a law declaring eight 
hours a day’s work. 

Some of them favored such legislation 
on the ground that it would be better for 
both the employer and the employed. 
Some seemed to apprehend a disturbing 
effect for a time, which would eventually 
be more than compensated by the better 
adjustment which would naturally follow. 
Some thought it would only put wages on 
the hour basis, and divide among 
ten men the wages previously earned 
by eight. Others thought it would 
have little effect either way, and 
a few were apprehensive that it 
would operate unequally and to the dis- 
advantage of some localities and some in- 
dustries without affecting others at all. 

When there is skilled labor enough to 
supply the entire demand by working 
eight hours a day, we cannot see what 
harm can be done by a law declaring eight 
hours a day’s work. Of course, the in- 
alienable right of every man to sell his 
labor for as many hours a day as he 
chooses to work must remain unimpaired, 
if labor is to remain free. Until that right 
is assailed, it will be difficult to point out 
any serious practicable objection to the 
proposed experiment. 

President CLEVELAND, a few days ago, 
told Chairman O’NEmL of the House 
Committee on Labor that he would strictly 
enforce the eight-hour law with refer- 
ence to Government employes, and would 
see that their wages should be a recogni- 
tion of eight hours asafull day’s work, 
because he regarded that law as ‘‘a sound 
and good one.’’ Multitudes of working- 
men entertain the hope that the introduc- 
tion of the eight-hour rule by Government 
example, law and usage, will work outa 
great amelioration of their condition. If 
they are willing and solicitous for the ex- 
periment to be tried, it devolves on those 
who oppose it to produce some serious and 
valid reasons for their opposition.

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LANDLORDISM IN AMERICA, 

The peculiar and aggravated evils of the 
landlord system in Ireland have served to 
some extent to divert public attention 
from the rapid growth of the same system 
in other parts of the world. In 1880 there 
were over 1,000,000 tenant farmers in 
America. In the state of Illinois there 
were over 80,000; while the tenant system 
in Missouri is growing. Some interest has 
been recently excited by published state- 
mentsin reference to a notable foreign 
proprietor of American tenant farms. This 
is WILIA SCULLY, an Irishman, now 
living in London, who first made him- 
self conspicuous as a brutal Irish land- 
lord and a cruel evictor; and then, 
having acquired immense tracts of 
rich American lands, established on them 
the most harsh and oppressive form of 
Irish landlordism. His American posses- 
sions lie ohiefly in Illinois, but are to be 
found also in other States. In the former 
state he owns 90, 000 acres, which he 
bought at less than a dollar per acre. 
SCULLY makes hard bargains with his 
tenants, and even requires them to pay 
the taxes on the lands which they work. 
His agents collect the taxes when they 
collect the rent, although it is five months 
before taxes are due. This gives the pro- 
prietor the use of the tax money from 
January to June. In Logan county 
SouULLY has 45,000 acres, where he has re- 
duced 250 tenants and their families toa 
wretched oondition of serfdom. The 
written agreements which he makes with 
his tenants show the utmost rapacity and 
greed. He requires that tenants shall sell 
their small grain immediately after har- 
vest, regardless of the existing market 
price; and grain-dealers are warned not to 
buy from the tenants till the rent is paid. 
SCULLY has thus translated to America the 
most intolerableform of the land system 
which has kindled in behalf of his native 
country such lively American sympathy. 

The landlord system in America is ex- 
tending itself in a way which is at last 
attracting attention and awakening 
anxiety. In Missouri it is more general 
than is commonly supposed. The fewer 
and simpler wants of the Southern negro 
enable him to live the life of a tenant 
with less annoyance and privation than 
the poor white man of the North. In a 
free country people who possess enormous 
wealth can make any lawful use of it; 
and there is no way of suppressing the 
landlord system even when fashioned 
somewhat after the Irish pattern. But 
there remains the remedy of legal regula- 
tion. Tbe public has found it necessary 
to invoke the aid of legislation as a means 


ing arm of the law. In the meantime, it 
will be well, for some time to come, to 
ha ve the attention of the people directed 
te this growing evil. . 


SHERMAN’S SILVER BILL. 

has surprised the Senate aims at the do- 
monetization of the “dollar of the dads’’ 
by a process as cunning and as sneaking as 
that of the legislation of 1878-4. It pro- 
vides that the treasury shall purchase sil- 
ver at its market value, retain it in the 
vuults as bullion, and issue to the full 
amount of its ‘value silver certificates 
whioh are to be receivable for customs, 
taxes and all public dues, and are to be 
redeemable in coin when presented in 
sunis of not less than $50, but are not to be 
otherwise a legal tender. It provides fur- 
ther that the coinage of silver dollars 
shall be discontinued, and that silver cer- 
tificates shall be exchanged for the silver 
dollars already coined, which shall then be 
retained in the treasury for the re- 
demption of such certificates, “similar 
in denomination and legal effect to the 
certificates provided for in the preceding 
section.” Thatis to say, the certificates 
which are to take the place of silver dol- 
lars are to be of limited legal-tender qual- 
ity, like the national bank issues, and sil- 
ver is thus to be deprived of its debt-pay- 
ing power, even at its bullion value. Mr. 
SHERMAN is very adroit, but his attempt 
to poise himself between the two parties 
on the money question will hardly suc- 
ceed. From all accounts the present Con- 
gress is far more inclined to equalize the 
two coins by following the precedent of 
1834 and plucking sundry grains of gold 
out of the eagle, than it is to curtail the 
debt-paying scope of the silver dollar 
coinage. ‘

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A WARRENTON, Mo., paper has flatly 
contradicted certain statements made in 
the Post-DispaTcH by Mr. BEN DurR in 
regard to Warren County’sloss of railroad 
taxes by the failure of the State Board to 
assess railroad property in that county. 
The editer claims that he has examined 
the county records and found that the 
railroad tax has been paid regularly for 
every year from 1874 to 1884, inclusive. 
But Mr. Ben Dunn writes again to the 
Posr-Disrarch, denying emphatically 
that the records show anv such thing, and 
he adds: The present County Clerk and 
the present State Auditor both agree with 
me that no certificate of assessment was 
ever sent to Warren County for 1881, and 
the records so proved when they were 
examined by me and the County Clerk and 
Collector, jointly. The receipts of the Col- 
lector for the railroad taxes of 1871 and 
1881, are wanting and cannot be found.’’ 
As a proof that the citizens of the county 
are not satisfied with the statement of the 
Warrenton paper in regard to the records, 
Mr. BEN DurR has forwarded to us the 
copy of a petition signed by all but two 
of the tax-payers of Wright City, ask- 
ing the County Court to direct the Prose- 
cuting Attorney of the county to investi- 
gate and report whether any railroad 
taxes becoming due to that county since 
1870 remain unpaid.

In a recently published article Railroad 
Commissioner PRATT holds that Govern- 
ment regulation of railroad transporta- 
tion is necessary to prevent the railroads 
from doing violence to private rights, en- 
gaging unlawfully in business other than 
that for which they are created, obstruct- 
ing commerce between the States, show- 
ing to the ports of one State a preference 
over the ports of another State, and ex- 
ercising powers which the very Govern- 
ment that created them can neither exer- 
cise itself nor confer upon a corporation. 
But as the Government regulation de- 
manded involves principles affecting the 
very groundwork of good government 
Commissioner PRATT hopes that Congress 
will not only create a national railway 
commission with ample powers, but will 
require it to hold conventions of all the 
State Railway Commissions for the pur- 
pose of reaching some adjustment of State 
and national railway regulations that will 
operate harmoniously and with due re- 
gard for all the interests concerned. 


ll

Iam satisfied that when he talked 
with them about the capture of Jesse, dead or 
or alive, that he meant it might be necessary 
for them to kill him when they attempted his 
arrest. We must remember that Mr. Critten- 
den was the governor of the state; there was 
a great clamor about the crimes of the 
James boys, and he felt it his duty to 
make the most strenuous efforts to com- 
ply with the public demand for their extirpa- 
tion.

NEW YORK, January 29.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of a morning paper, writing 
under date of January 15, says: Mr. Fearn of 
New Orleans, our new minister to Greece, 
Roumania and Servia, tells a good story on 
Mr. Cox.

THE CHAMPIONS IN CONGRESS OF THE SIL- 
VER DOLLAR AND ITS COINAGE, 


Gen. Weaver of Iowa, the Ex-Greenback 
Leader—Dick Bland of Missouri, the Stead- 
fast Friend of Silver—Warner of Ohio and 
His Hobbies—Mr, Scott of Pennsylvania. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-D1sPaTCH. 
Wasnineton, D. O., January 25.—The three 
most extreme men among the silver men are 
Bland of Missouri, Warner of Ohio, and 
Weaver of Iowa. Gen. Weaver was the Green- 
back candidate for the presidency during the 
Garfield year. He is the most prolific with fin- 
ancial suggestions ofthe three named. Hehas 
already introduced enough financial bills and 
amendments to the constitution to occupy the 
entire session, if they should be reported. 
Gen. Weaver is tall, broad-shouldered and 
with a figure which is inclined to be stout. He 
dresses in carelessly made and loosely fitting 
black frock suits. He has a round, nearly bald 
head, thinly shaded by wisps of grayish brown 
hair. His face is shaven smooth, with the ex- 
ception of a grey mustache, which completely 
hides his mouth. His nose is straight. 
His eycs are a clear biue gray. He hasa 
very good voice and is considered a fairly 
good stump speaker. He was a Greenbacker 
when Greenbackism had a following and has 
always been an advocate of currency infla- 
tion. His various plans now for inflating the 
currency are through issuing silver certifi- 
cates based upon the dollars already made 
and upon the bullion to be deposited in the 
future. He is also an advocate of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. He is 62 years of 
age. He was bornin Ohio. He was educated 
as a lawyer, but during the last latter stages of 
his life he has been an editor. He has not 
been successful thus far in having any of his 


extreme ideas adopted.

Mr, Bland is the most successful of the three 
men mentioned. He has never done anything 
since the passage of his bill to remonetize and 
to coin the silver dollar at the rate of $2,000,000 
of them a month except tostand guard over 
this bill. He has been doing sentry 
duty since 1878. He has rarely taken 
part in any of the debates since except 
when his life work has been threatened by 
some legislative assault. His district has re- 
turned him ever since and have asked nothing 
more of him than to hold up the silver dollar. 
He is a man below medium height and would 
weigh about 150 pounds. He has a hoarse, deep 
voice and a rather dull style of oratory, yet he 
has a dogged persistence and a continuity of 
purpose which explain his success. His com- 
plexion is very sallow and marked with strong 
shades. His eyes are intensely black and 
deebly set. His forehead is broad and full, 
thinly shaded by brownish black hair. The 
lower part of his face is squared off with a 
short beard and mustache of the same color of 
his hair. He is just 50 years old, and is now 
serving his seventh term in congress. It is 
nearly eight years ago since he succeeded in 
getting his silver dollar bill through 
the house. There was a strong move- 
ment in favor of remonetizing the s- 


ver dollar atthattime. There was — 
no particular reason why Mr. Biaad should 
have come to the front and should 
have been identified with this measure save 
through the fact that he wasthe chairman of 
the coinage committee at that time, and was 
probably the most earnest and vigorous of the 
silver leaders. To-day he is only aggressive 
when he is attacked. He believes in maintain- 
ing the existing order of things. He sits upon 
the extreme right of the Democratic side. He 
says but little even to those about him. He is 
fond of sliding far down into his seat, where 
he will remain at times all through a session 
without much more than — moving, and 
watching M the proceedings. He is a 
man of upright character, and,so far as his 
private record goes, is the equal of any man in 
the House. 


Mr. Warner, the third member of the finan- 
cial trio, is ve tall and round-shouldered. 
He has a pock-marked, hawk-billed face 
which is shaven down to the jaws. From be- 
low this linethere is a straggling growth of 
black furz-like beard. He dresses in black 
his clothes hanging as loosely upon him as if 
they were hung upon a pole. He is quite lame 
and, even in walking about the house, uses a 
large stout cane. He is regarded as one of the 
most extreme of the demagogues upon the 
floor and is not held in very high considera- 
tion by the speaker. He is now serving his 
third term as a member. He was bitterly dis- 
appointed because the speaker did not make 
him a chairman of some committee at the or- 
ganization of this congress. Mr. Warner is 
nearly as persistent as Mr. Bland, but he is 
not credited with as much honesty of convic- 
tion. Heis very well read in financial matters 
aud has the authorities who support his par- 
ticular views at his fingers, ends. He had a 
very bitter personal fight in his district last 
year and was re-elected only with difficulty. 


One of the soundest of the financial men 
n the Democratic side is Mr. Scott of Penn- 
syivania. He is tall, straight and slight. He 
dresses in carefully made suits of black, and 
is generally seen in the house with a pair of 
black-rimmed eye-glasses, pressed up very 
closely against his keen, sharp, brown eyes. 
His face fresh colored and rathers in 
Its lines. Areddish mustache, lo and lux- 
uriant, is the only ornament of his smooth 
face. His foreh is broad and high, while 
his sandy brown hair is beginning to thin upon 
the top of his head. Heis as clean cut as a 
diamond, and in his expressions has 
very little patience with people who 
have muddy financial views. He will 
be a minent figure in the coming financial 
deba His — — to have the Dle 
regulate the silver coinage is not relished by 
the silver men in the house. He wants to put 
out the silver dollars now in the treasury by 
suspending the coinage until the reserve there 
is reduced to twenty miilions. Every time 
this reserve falls below twenty millions then 
the mints are to be set agoing to keep up to 
that limit. There must always be twenty mill- 
ions on hand. Mr. Scott claims that if the

A VERY CURIOUS CONTRIVANCE. 


Comments of the New York Press on Senator 
Sherman’s Silver Bill, 

New YorK, January 29.—The Tribune, this 
morning, in commenting upon the silver bill 
introduced in the senate yesterday by Mr. 
John Sherman, says: ‘‘The vital feature of 
Mr. Sherman’s bill, evidently, is the provision 
that the amount of such certificates at any 
time outstanding shall not exceed the cost of 
the bullion purchased by such certificates. In 
other words, the certificates shall be given 
only for the value of the silver bullion, in 
gold, on the day of purchase. If it were pos- 
sible next to get rid of the standard dollars 
and of the silver ooin certificates at present 
Outstanding, the situation would have this 
immense advantage, that there would be no 
possibility of drifting away from the gold 
basis, or driving gold outof the country by the 
substitution of a cheaper medium. It is 
to be presumed that the senator hopes 
this advantage will be attained, The second 
section provides that standard silver dollars 
may be deposited, and bullion certificates is- 
sued in their s . The bill does not make it 

uite clear for what amount the certificates 
shall be issued, but presumably for the nomi- 
nal value of the dollars as coins, which would 
be in effect, redeeming them at par in gold. 
The question would still remain, what the gov- 
ernment is going to do with the accumulation 
of coinsin the treasury, and whether it can 
A their being forced into use hereafter.

BERLIN, January 29.—Prince Bismarck yes- 
terday, in debate in the Prussian landtag on 
the expulsion of Poles from Germany, made a 
remarkable speech, occupying two hours in 
delivery. He said the primary cause of the 
government’s action was the disloyalty of 
the Poles to the German crown. They were, 
he said, constantly engaged in intrigues 
against the government, and had made 
themselves a steady annoyance to Prussia. 
By actingasthe accomplices of the opposi- 
tion in the German parliament, they effected 
@majority against the government, and the 
crown could do nothing less than either deny 
the demands of such a majority or destroy the 
evil element which made the majority pos- 
sible. Polish agitation in Germany, Bis- 
marck said, always appeared to him 


an element of danger, and bad 
compelled us to keep a watch upon Russia. 
The Poles had been constantly, and not al- 
ways unsuccessfully endeavoring to set foreign 
States against Prussia. ‘‘Hence,’’ continued 


‘the chancellor, ‘‘we have determined to buy 


out all the real estate owned by Polish nobles 
in Prussian Poland and place German colonists 
on the property hitherto occupied by these ex- 

elled people. In order to make coloniMation 
nure permanently to the benefit of the em- 
— colonists will be prohibited from m — 
ng Poles. The cost of the undertaking will 
be about 800,000,000 marks (about $65,000,000), 
but the state will lose no more than 10 per cent 
of this, aloss made necessary by the exigen- 
cies of the case in buying outan alien class 
and re-selling to Germans, while the gain to 
the empire will be immeasurable.’’ 

The sovernment, said the chancellor, 
with great animation, ‘‘will never concede 
the restoration of Poland, nor a hairbreadth 
in that direction. Poies played a suspicious 
part in the Kulturcamptf. hosoever refuses 
to help protect and maintain the state is not 
entitled to anything from the state. As for 
me, lam ready to save my country, —e 
it cost me my head and honor. If anybody 
dares to attack Prussia’s frontiersI shall say, 
like Gladstone, ‘Hands off!! 

Referring to the insinuation that the gov- 
ernment's religious prejudices had great influ- 
ence in its treatment of the Poles, Bismarck 
said: ‘‘Religion isin nowise connected with 
these expulsions. As a policy of: kindness 
failed, it became necessary to reduce the 
Polish element in Germany and increase the 
German element. This is the real reason for 
the expulsions, and the government has deter- 
mined to persist in this work despite 
the opposition of the reichstag. In conclu- 
sion, I will say that before allowing the father- 
land to be endangered, I would counsel the 
emperor to make the federal government in- 
dependent of the obstructionist tactics in the 
reichstag, as far as the constitution and laws 
of Germany would permit, for I would hold 
any minister to be acoward who should hesi- 
tate to stake everything to save his fatherland 
from danger.’’ 

The chancellor’s speech is the principal 
topic of conversation in the capital *. t. 
It is generally conceded that the speech is 
equally capable of being interpreted to fore - 
shadow either a dissolution of the reichstag 
or a coup d’etat. 

CAUSE OF THE SPEECH. 

The occasion of Prince Bismarck’s speech 
was the discussion of the resolution intro- 
duced on Saturday last expressing satisfac- 
tion atthe passage in the speech from the 
throne promising measures for the protection 
of German interests in East Prussia. 

Herr Achenbach moved that the resolution 
be adopted, and the motion was supported by 
Herr Weber. 

Dr. Windthorst opposed the motion. 

Prince Bismarck warned the reichstag that 
its continued opposition by showing a want 
of unanimity would provoke a European co- 
alition against — 

After Prince Bismarck’s speech the discus- 
sion was adjourned until to-day.

THE BODY THAWED. 


Dennis Blake’s Friends Excited Over Signs 
that He was Alive, Not Dead. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaATCH. 

New York, January 29.—Dennis Blake was 
asaloon-keoper. He resided in Brooklyn. 
Sunday morning last he died, or at least was 
supposed to have done so. His affliction was 
pneumonia. The body was removed to Cal- 
vary cemetery and placed in the receiving 
vault. Since the funeral, friends who claim 
to have gazed upon the features of the corpse, 
have declared that they exhibited evidence of 
life. Yesterday it was learned that while the 
remains lay in St. Vincent church a life-like 


hue was observed uponthe face. The color 
was quite ruddy and considerable moisture 
was also noticed. So many comments were 
made that a cousin hesita as to whether or 
not he should permit the funeral to proceed. 
The face, on being touched, was cold and 
clammy and he was assured that life was ex- 
tinct. Reluctantly he permitted the body to 
be placed uon the hearse and the procession 
started for the place of burial. hen the 
cemetery was reached, the cousin had become 
more and more dubious as to whether Mr. 
Blake was really dead. Rather than that he 
should be a party to interring him alive, it 
was decided to piace the body in the receiving 
vault, pending an examination. Two men 
were instructed- to watch it until Wednes- 
day. Then Dr. Duggan _ visited the 
cemetery for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the body was a fit subject for the 

rave. Later in the afternoon he returned. 

e was accompanied by one of the watchmen, 
and this gav3 rise to a rumor that Blake was 
alive. Thereport spread through the neigh- 
borhood, and half an hour later hundreds of 
persons were besieging the late residence of 
the man for admission. In vain were they in- 
formed that the body was notthere. They 
ee and jostied one another and banged at 

he door until a squad of police was sum- 
moned to put them to flight. When the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent finally secured an 
entrance he was told that the remains were 
still at Calvary. The information was con- 
cluded by the remark: ‘‘Dr. Duggan found 
him dead last night. He will be buried to- 
morrow.’’ 

DEAD, SURE ENOUGH. 

Henry Hamilton was the undertaker who 
superintended the preparation of the body for 
burial. When questioned he replied: ‘‘ 
Dennis Blake is as dead as a stone. It's the 
sheerest nonsense to intimate otherwise. I 
was called to take charge of the body Sunday 
morning. He had just passed away. The 
body was then in bed and dressed in red 
flannel. I stripped it, washed it and laid it 
out on what we call a cooling board, just cov- 
ering it with a sheet. I went back about 7 
o’clock and found the body as I left it except 
that there had been a slight purging, 
and there was some _ discoloration at 
the shoulders and about the ears. Those 
signs are sure indications of death; I know by 
long experience. So intense were the discol- 
orations thatI had some doubts whether I 
could bring the skin back to its natural color. 
I put the body in a big old-fashioned box and 
covered it with ice. here it remained until it 
became frozen.’’ 

‘*Thefi you observed no signs of life at all be- 
fore the body became frozen?’’ 

*‘ Certainly not, or I would have reported so 
at once. On Tuesday morning when the 
funeral occurred, the body was dressed very 
much the same as Blake was accustomed to 
attire himself. The casket containing the body 
was taken tothe church which, that day, was 

uite warm, and the result was that 
the body began to thaw out. Phy- 
sicians or undertakers will tell you that 
when a frozen body begins to thaw, the blood 
that has congealed will circulate slightly on 
account of the action going on, and will cause 
the skin to assume a brighter hue. Mr. Blake 
was a full-blooded man, and it madethe fact 
more Apparent than usual. This, added to 
the dress, caused a 8 lifelike appearance. 
There can be no doubt aboutthe condition of 
the body when it was interred. Even if Mr. 
Blake had been alive when I first saw the sup- 
posed dead body, which is only a mere suppo- 
sition, the fact that his head rested on a cake 
ofice, six inches thick, for so longa time, 
must show that his brain was frozen and that 
death would ensue that way.’’ 

The rain prevented Undertaker Hamilton 
from visiting Calvary cemetery yesterday for 
the purpose of placing the remains in the 
grave. The interment will probably take 
place to-day.

Struggle Between Labor and Capital. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New Tonk, January 29.—Mr. Pierre Loril- 
lard, the millionaire horse-racer and tobacco 
manufacturer, was congratulated by letter 
sometime ago on his bravery in the collision 
of his yacht Radha with a ferryboat in the 
North river. The writer, who was a working- 
man, and evidently sincere, took occasion to 
warn Mr. Lorillard of the impending struggle 
between labor and capital. The following re- 
markable reply, which is published in the our - 
rent number of the North American Review, 
was sent by Mr. Lorillard:

ing at their doors. As to your hint of an im- 
7 9 rising among the people, personally, 

have nothing to fear. Almost all my means 
are in my factories, and I will always be in the 
front rank of those who love the 21 and 
shall do all in my power to check them in any 
manner that bad or ambitious leaders may 
advocate. I hold that tlabor’s rem- 
edy is in ballot. It now 
has a ower stronger than armies 
or navies. By means of it the working classes 
can so wield the machinery of legisiation as 
to give them all they can ask for in justice. I 
have no political ambition. I will never will- 
ingly enter into political life unless some 
uprising dr concerted action on the part of 
labor makes it my — to try to guide the ris- 
ing tide, for any uprising, even if suc 
would be of no benefit to the people, unless it 
was directed by capable leaders. Destroy all 
the wéalth and capitai of the country and you 
would spread financial ruin, deprive labor of 
employment, and in six months starvation 
would stare 50,000,000 of people in the face. 
When time brought its remedy we would be 
the subjects of a modern Bonaparte or Cœsar. 

I should ever be tempted to takea 4 
in public affairs it shall be simply asa | 
of the —— I want no offlce, and should 
accept nothing in the gift of the nation; but 1 
should like to see labor organized in such a 
manner as I could easily suggest, with labor 
lodges organized on the principle of benevo- 
lent associations, and so thoroughly knit to- 
gether that they would act as one man, thus 
making their views respected and their in- 
fluence felt politically at the election by their 
ballots. But to do this the labor party must 
not allow itself to be used as a p machine, 
Its officers must never take office from city, 
state or nation. Its committees must be free 
from all political predilictions. It must 
start as pure as the Spartans be- 
fore the world. If these, pa Utopian 
ideas could be carried out, we might expect a 
more equitable division between capi and 
labor. You who represent the laboring classes 
would do well to consider if you could not 
find leaders equally true, fair and honest 
among those you term ‘‘aristocrats’’—leaders 
who would make the interests of labor and 
their own interests identical—men whose suc- 
cess in this world’s affairs is due more to their 
own business ability and honesty than to the 
wiles of fate or fortune.
